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FBI: Boston suspect had talked of attacking police

BOSTON (AP) — A knife- 
wielding man killed by the 
terror investigators who 
had him under surveillance 
was confronted because 
he had bought knives and 
talked of an imminent at¬ 
tack on “boys in blue,” the 
FBI said Wednesday. 
Usaama Rahim plotted 
for at least a week to at¬ 
tack police, the FBI said 
in a complaint against a 
family member who was 
arrested Tuesday, the day 
Rahim was shot to death. 
On Wednesday, the rela¬ 
tive, David Wright, was or¬ 
dered held on a charge of 
conspiracy with intent to 
obstruct a federal investi¬ 
gation. 

The FBI said Rahim, who 
had previously discussed 
beheadings, bought three 
fighting knives and a sharp¬ 
ener on or before May 26 
and he told Wright on Tues¬ 
day he would begin trying 
to randomly kill police offi- 


An anti-terror task force 
of FBI agents and Boston 
police, faced with an im¬ 
minent threat, confronted 
Rahim on a sidewalk and 
fatally shot him when he re¬ 
fused to drop his knife, au¬ 
thorities said. 

An affidavit written by an 
FBI agent assigned to Bos¬ 
ton’s Joint Terrorism Task 
Force refers to a recorded 
conversation between Ra¬ 
him and Wright in which 
Wright made a comparison 
to “thinking with your head 
on your chest." The FBI said 
that was a reference to Is¬ 
lamic State propaganda 
videos showing severed 
heads on the chests of be¬ 
heading victims. 

The FBI affidavit said Rahim 
initially told Wright about a 
plan to behead someone 
outside Massachusetts. On 
Sunday, Rahim, Wright and 
an unidentified man met 
on a beach in Rhode Island 
to “discuss their plans,” the 
FBI affidavit said.

“Wright indicated that he 
agreed with Rahim's plan 


and supported it," the affi¬ 
davit states. 

Authorities searched a 
home in Warwick, Rhode 
Island, on Tuesday and 
Wednesday but wouldn’t 
confirm the search was re¬ 
lated to the investigation. 
They also wouldn’t confirm 
how Rahim, 26, and Wright, 
24, are related. 

Early Tuesday morning, 
Rahim called Wright and 
told him he had changed 
his plans and no longer 
planned to kill someone in 
another state, the affidavit 
says. Instead, he said he 
was going to “go after” the 
“boys in blue,” it says, an 
apparent reference to po¬ 
lice officers. 

During the recorded con¬ 
versation, Rahim told 
Wright, “Yeah, I'm going to 
be on vacation right here 
in Massachusetts. ... I’m just 
going to, ah, go after them, 
those boys in blue. Cause, 
ah, it’s the easiest target 
and, ah, the most common 
is the easiest for me,” the 
affidavit says. 

The FBI said the phrase “go¬ 
ing on vacation” refers to 
committing violent jihad. 
Authorities allege that 
during that conversation, 
Wright advised Rahim to 
destroy his smartphone, 
wipe his laptop computer 
and prepare his will. 


On Wednesday, authorities 
moved swiftly to manage 
perceptions of the shoot¬ 
ing, which killed a black 
man whose family is well 
known among Muslims and 
African-Americans in Bos¬ 
ton. 

Rahim's mother is a nurse 
at Boston University. His 
older brother, Ibrahim Ra¬ 
him, is a scholar known for 
preaching after the Boston 
marathon bombings that 
violence is anti-lslamic. 
Ibrahim Rahim initially post¬ 
ed a message on Face- 
book alleging police re¬ 
peatedly shot his brother in 
the back while he was on 
a cellphone calling their 
father for help. But his ver¬ 
sion unraveled Wednesday 
after police showed their 
video of the confrontation 
to community leaders. 
Darnell Williams, president 
of the Urban League of 
Eastern Massachusetts, 
said he could “150 per¬ 
cent corroborate” the po¬ 
lice account. The images 
clearly show that Usaama 
Rahim “was not on a cell¬ 
phone and was not shot in 
the back," Williams said. 
Police Commissioner Wil¬ 
liam Evans said officers 
confronted Rahim be¬ 
cause “military and law 
enforcement lives were at 
threat.”□

WASHINGTON (AP) — Hill¬ 
ary Rodham Clinton has a 
third underdog challenger 
for the 2016 Democratic 
presidential nomination. 
Former Rhode Island Gov. 
Lincoln Chafee entered 
the race Wednesday, cast¬ 
ing himself as an anti-war 
candidate who opposed 
the invasion of Iraq back 
when Clinton supported it. 
“We must deliberately 
and carefully extricate 
ourselves from expensive 
wars," Chafee told a half¬ 
full law school classroom at 
George Mason University 
in northern Virginia. “We 
need to be very smart in 
these voluble times over¬ 
seas." With his announce¬ 
ment, Chafee became the 
biggest longshot among 
Clinton rivals who have a 
long way to go to avoid be¬ 
coming historical footnotes 
in the 2016 campaign. Clin¬ 
ton has set a goal of raising 
$100 million for her primary 
bid. Vermont Sen. Bernie 
Sanders, who entered the 
race last week, has said 
he’s already raised at least 
$4 million. And allies of for¬ 
mer Maryland Gov. Martin 
O’Malley have established 
a super political action 
committee to support his 
efforts. 

All three have begun build¬ 
ing robust campaign oper¬ 
ations with staff across the 
country, a step Chafee has 
yet to take. 


Chafee, a former Repub¬ 
lican turned independent 
who joined the Democrat¬ 
ic Party two years ago, has 
made little effort to set up 
a competitive campaign 
operation, beyond a few 
visits and calls to activists 
in the early voting states of 
New Hampshire, Iowa and 
South Carolina. 

The policy prescriptions in 
his speech included some 
probable non-starters, 
such as moving the U.S. to 
the metric system. 

He also called for an end 
to capital punishment, said 
National Security Agency 
leaker Edward Snowden 
should be let back into 
the U.S. without punish¬ 
ment, proposed repairing 
relations with Venezuela 
and said he favored an 
“open-minded approach” 
to drug trafficking. 

His priority would be to 
end all wars. “Let’s wage 
peace in this new Ameri¬ 
can century,” he said. 
Longtime Chafee strate¬ 
gists and donors said ear¬ 
lier they know little about 
his intentions — or even his

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Obama: China ‘putting out 
feelers’ on new trade pact

WASHINGTON (AP) — Presi¬ 
dent Barack Obama said 
China has made inquiries 
about potentially joining a 
Trans-Pacific trade agree¬ 
ment in the future, intro¬ 
ducing a new variable to 
an unfolding debate in 
Congress over granting 
him the power to negotiate 
such international deals. 

In an interview with Ameri¬ 
can Public Media's “Mar¬ 
ketplace” radio show 
Wednesday, Obama of¬ 
fered assurances that the 
Trans-Pacific negotiations 
among the U.S. and 11 
other Pacific rim countries 
would set international 
trade rules affecting even 
China, which is not now a 
party to the talks. 

“They’ve already started 
putting out feelers about 
the possibilities of them 
participating at some 
point,” Obama told “Mar¬ 
ketplace” host Kai Ryssdal. 
Obama often has pro¬ 
moted the Trans-Pacific 
deal as a way for the U.S. 
to gain influence in Asian 
markets and to keep China 
“from writing the rules of 
the road.” If China were to 
join at some point, it would 
have to agree with the 
agreement's standards. 
Even without China, 
Obama argued that if 
other leading economies 
in the Asia-Pacific region 
agree to enforceable labor 
and environmental stan¬ 
dards, intellectual property 
protections and reduced 
tariffs, “then China is go¬ 
ing to have to at least take 
those international norms 
into account.” 

Obama wants negotiat¬ 
ing authority that would set 
rules for future trade deals, 
with lawmakers retaining 
the right only to approve or 


reject the final agreements. 
Republican leaders and a 
majority of Republican law¬ 
makers support Obama's 
push. Most House Demo¬ 
crats are stiffening their op¬ 
position, contending the 
deals would be toothless 
and cost jobs. 

The Senate voted for this 
fast-track authority last 
month. 

By raising the prospect of 
China’s inclusion, Obama 
is likely to intensify a debate 
about whether to add re¬ 
strictions on currency ma¬ 
nipulation to legislation, a 
step the White House op¬ 
poses. 

Proponents of punishing 
countries that keep their 
currency artificially low to 
boost exports have used 
China as an example of the 
kind of culprit they want to 
contain. 

Rep. Brad Sherman, a 
Democrat who spoke at 
a rally protesting the fast- 
track legislation, said China 
could join the pact later 
and continue to manipu¬ 
late its currency. “China is 
the number one beneficia¬ 
ry of this agreement,” Sher¬ 
man said. 

Administration officials and 
trade proponents say it's 
not clear that China con¬ 
tinues that practice. They 
say multinational trade 
deals are the wrong ven¬ 
ues to address currency is¬ 
sues, and that such a move 
could lead to trade wars 
and undermine the ability 
of the Federal Reserve to 
carry out monetary policy. 
Obama’s comments in the 
interview came on a day 
devoted to pushing his 
trade agenda, which fac¬ 
es an uncertain vote in the 
House this month. The presi¬ 
dent also was speaking to 
television stations in Califor¬ 
nia, Texas and Washington 
state.□

Dozens of labs received 
potentially live anthrax

WASHINGTON (AP) — The Pentagon disclosed 
Wednesday that it inadvertently shipped possibly live 
anthrax to at least 51 laboratories across the U.S. and 
in three foreign countries over the past decade, but 
it has yet to determine how it happened, who is to 
blame, why it was not discovered earlier and how 
much worse the embarrassment will get. 

One of the few things Pentagon officials said they 
were sure of is fhaf public health is not at risk. 

“We know of no risk to the general public,” Deputy 
Defense Secretary Robert Work told a Pentagon news 
conference. He said the suspect anthrax was shipped 
in such low concentrations and in such secure pack¬ 
aging that it almost certainly posed no health risk to 
anyone outside the 51 labs. 

The anthrax was supposed to have been killed with 
gamma rays by Defense Department lab technicians 
before being shipped for use by commercial labs and 
government facilities in research and the calibration 
of biohazard sensors. To compound the error, follow¬ 
up lab tests to verify that the anthrax had been killed 
before being shipped apparently also failed. One 
question for the ongoing investigation is whether a 
sufficiently large sample size of the irradiated anthrax 
was used in the verification tests, or whether those 
follow-up tests were even performed. 

Officials said the mistakes appear to have begun in 
2005 or 2006, although Work said the Pentagon did 
not become aware of them until alerted May 22 by 
an unidentified commercial lab in Maryland. That 
lab reported that supposedly dead anthrax samples 
it received from an Army laboratory contained live 
spores. Navy Cmdr. Franca Jones, director of Penta¬ 
gon medical programs for chemical and biological 
defense, told reporters that 31 individuals are receiv¬ 
ing antibiotics as a precaution but none are sick. She 
said 19 of the 51 laboratories that received suspect 
anthrax have submitted it to the Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention for testing, and said that of 
nine samples fully tested thus far, all nine have proven 
to contain live anthrax. 

“We’ll find more” labs received fhe suspect anthrax 
than the 51 notified thus far, Jones predicted, since 
more than 400 master batches of anfhrax af four De¬ 
fense Department laboratories that are responsible 
for shipping it to commercial laboratories have yet to 
be tested for live anthrax spores. 

Of four batches fully tested thus far — allot the Army’s 
Dugway Proving Ground in Utah — all four have been 
determined to contain live anthrax, even though the 
material had undergone irradiation in accordance 
with a well-established but apparently flawed proto¬ 
col for killing the anthrax.Q

US officials: 

Encryption hinders monitoring extremists

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 

growing use of encrypted 
communications and pri¬ 
vate messaging by sup¬ 
porters of the Islamic State 
group is complicating ef¬ 
forts to monitor terror sus¬ 
pects and extremists, U.S. 
law enforcement officials 
said Wednesday. 
Appearing before the 
House Homeland Secu¬ 
rity Committee, the of¬ 
ficials said fhaf even as 
thousands of Islamic State 
group followers around the 
world share public commu¬ 
nications on Twitter, some 
are exploiting social media 
platforms that allow them 
to shield their messages 
from law enforcement. 
“There are 200-plus social 
media companies. Some 
of these companies build 
their business model around 
end-to-end encryption,” 
said Michael Steinbach, 
head of the FBI’s counter¬ 


terrorism division. “There is 
no ability currently for us to 
see that" communication, 
he said. 

Asked later in the hearing if 
he thought the technology 
companies were being un¬ 
helpful, Steinbach replied, 
“The companies have built 
a product that doesn’t al¬ 
low them to help." 

He said he was concerned 
that evolving technologies 
were outpacing laws that 
allow law enforcement to 
intercept communications 
by suspects. “We are striv¬ 
ing to ensure appropriate, 
lawful collection remains 
available,” Steinbach said 
in his prepared remarks. 
John Mulligan, the deputy 
director of the National 
Counterterrorism Center, 
testified fhaf one of fhe two 
men involved last month in 
an attempted terror attack 
in Garland, Texas, asked 
fellow Islamic State sup¬ 
porters before the shooting 
to move their communica¬ 


tions to private Twitter mes¬ 
sages. Those men, Elton 
Simpson and Nadir Soofi, 
were fatally shot by police 
after opening fire outside a 
provocative Prophet Mo¬ 
hammed cartoon contest. 
No one else was killed. 

The hearing also took place 
one day after police in Bos¬ 
ton shot a man under 24- 
hour surveillance by terror¬ 
ism investigators when he 
lunged with a large knife at 
officers outside a CVS phar¬ 
macy. The FBI said Wednes¬ 
day that the man, Usaama 
Rahim, plotted for at least a 
week to attack police and 
was confronted because 
he had purchased knives 
and talked of an imminent 
attack on “boys in blue." 
“These cases are a re¬ 
minder of the dangers 
posed by individuals radi¬ 
calized through social me¬ 
dia," said Rep. Michael 
McCaul, a Texas Republi¬ 
can and chairman of the

The bus owner, 
Academy Bus, identified its 
driver as one of the three 
dead. It said the driver had 
more than a decade of ex¬ 
perience with the compa¬ 
ny, but it declined to com¬ 
ment further. 

More than a dozen people 
were injured and taken to 
hospitals, where most were 
being treated for mild to 
moderate injuries. Allen 
said the truck driver didn’t 
appear to have been se¬ 
verely injured. Q

Wisconsin police 
officer cleared in 
shooting of man 

MADISON, Wisconsin (AP) 

— A white police officer 
was cleared Wednesday 
of wrongdoing by an inter¬ 
nal investigation of his fatal 
shooting of an unarmed 
19-year-old biracial man, a 
move that clears the way 
for him to get his job back 
and that follows prosecu¬ 
tors declining to file charg¬ 
es against him. 

The Madison Police Depart¬ 
ment issued a summary of 
its finding that Officer Matt 
Kenny did not violate its 
deadly force policies in the 
March 6 shooting death of 
19-year-old Tony Robinson. 
Conclusion of the internal 
decision comes one month 
after Dane County District 
Attorney Ismael Ozanne 
decided not to charge 
Kenny in the case. 

The exoneration clears the 
way for Kenny, who had 
been on paid leave since 
the shooting, to return to 
the police department. 
“He’s looking forward to 
working to getting back 
and doing the job he 
loves,” said Kenny’s attor¬ 
ney Jim Palmer, who is also 
executive director of the 
Wisconsin Professional Po¬ 
lice Association. 

Protests in the wake of the 
shooting, and Ozanne's 
decision not to criminally 
charge Kenny, have all 
been peaceful, unlike 
some of the demonstra¬ 
tions that followed the high- 
profile deaths of black men 
in Ferguson, Missouri, and 
Baltimore in the past year. 
A summary of the investi¬ 
gation does not reveal any 
details about how the po¬ 
lice department reached 
its conclusion. 

Kenny is reviewing the in¬ 
ternal investigation report, 
as is allowed under the 
law, and will allow the po¬ 
lice department to release 
it as early as Thursday, 
Palmer said. □

NEW YORK (AP) — If you 

want an income, or you're 
an employer looking for 
help, it may be time to 
scrap the idea of the tradi¬ 
tional 9-to-5 arrangement. 
For workers, it's become 
easier and less risky to go 
solo. Affordable health in¬ 
surance plans, which kept 
many workers shackled to 
traditional jobs, are more 
accessible because of the 
Affordable Care Act. And 
companies are increas¬ 
ingly open to hiring free¬ 
lancers and independent 
contractors. Many say in¬ 
dependent workers bring 
fresh ideas without the 
long-term commitment. 

An industry dedicated to 
serving the companies 
that offer freelance and 
contract work and the 
people who fill those open¬ 
ings is growing.

Cities keen on ‘sharing economy’ but concerned about safety

NEW YORK (AP) — Ameri¬ 
can cities are enticed 
by the economic growth 
and services that “shar¬ 
ing economy” companies 
such as Airbnb, Uber and 
Lyft can offer, but officials 
are anxious about safety 
in a largely unregulated 
realm, a city advocacy 
group found in a study re¬ 
leased Wednesday. 

Nearly three-quarters of 
city leaders said they want 
to see the “sharing” sector 
grow, according to Nation¬ 
al League of Cities survey 
responses from 245 leaders 
of municipalities large and 
small. Yet nearly two-thirds 
said they were concerned 
about the safety of using 


apps and websites that let 
everyday people rent out 
rooms, arrange car rides 
and provide other services 
to strangers. More than half 
the cities said they imposed 
no rules on “sharing” play¬ 
ers, though their traditional 
counterparts — like hotels 
and taxi companies — of¬ 
ten are regulated. 

“Cities are welcoming” the 
rise of the sharing econ¬ 
omy, said Brooks Rainwa¬ 
ter, one of the study’s co¬ 
authors. “But at the same 
time, because it’s upend¬ 
ing traditional service pro¬ 
viders and regulatory envi¬ 
ronments, it's causing some 
level of consternation.” 

Still, “cities are learning how 
to work with these compa¬ 
nies,” and vice versa, he 


said. 

Companies say they're 
safety-conscious contribu¬ 
tors' to cities' economies. 

A look the findings: 

THE STUDY: 

The Washington-based cit¬ 
ies league included some 
sharing-economy ques¬ 
tions in a broader econom¬ 
ic survey sent this year to 
top elected officials in 986 
cities; 245 responded. 

The “sharing” or “peer-to- 
peer” economy can refer 
to services as varied as co¬ 
working spaces and short¬ 
term bike-rental programs. 
The report, like the regula¬ 
tory debate so far, focuses 
on “home-sharing” players 
such as Airbnb and “ride¬ 
sharing” companies such 


as Uber and Lyft. 

THE BACKSTORY: 

Many cities are grappling 
with whether or how to reg¬ 
ulate and tax the burgeon¬ 
ing “sharing” sector. 

New York taxi regulators, 
for example, are weighing 
whether to make ride-hail¬ 
ing services submit data 
on their trips. Portland, Or¬ 
egon, is experimenting with 
allowing ride-hailing com¬ 
panies while deregulating 
its existing cab industry. 

San Francisco agreed last 
year to permit some home- 
as-hotel rentals but is now 
contemplating further lim¬ 
its. Meanwhile, some law¬ 
makers want to expand 
a squad that investigates 
complaints about such 
rentals in New York, where 
it’s largely illegal to rent out 
an entire apartment short¬ 
term. 

WHAT CITIES LIKE ABOUT 
“SHARING”: 

While 71 percent of cit¬ 
ies said they supported 
sharing-economy growth, 
leaders embrace ride-hail¬ 
ing apps more readily than 
short-term home rentals, by

In general, cities see the 
biggest benefits as im¬ 
proved services (rated No. 
1 one by 22 percent) and 
economic expansion (20 
percent). Smaller numbers 
cited entrepreneurship, ef¬ 
ficiency, tourism and con¬ 
stituents' enthusiasm.

BEIRUT (AP) —A U.S. official 
said Wednesday that more 
than 10,000 Islamic State 
fighters have been killed 
by American-led airstrikes 
in Iraq and Syria in nine 
months, offering a body 
count for a campaign that 
has yet to blunt their ad¬ 
vance. Deputy Secretary 
of State Tony Blinken's fig¬ 
ure came after a Paris con¬ 
ference on how to stop the 
extremists ended without 
any new strategy to halt 
their campaign. 

It also comes months after 
the Pentagon dismissed 
such counts as “simply not 
a relevant figure" in the 
fight against the Islamic 
State group. 

Meanwhile, the Islamic 
State group launched a 
major attack on the pre¬ 
dominantly Kurdish city of 
Hassakeh in northeastern 
Syria, according to activists 
and Syrian state media. 
Speaking Wednesday to 
France Inter Radio a day 
after the Paris conference, 
Blinken said the airstrikes 
have been effective. 

“We have seen enormous 
losses for Daesh," Blinken 
said, using an Arabic acro¬ 


nym for the group. “More 
than 10,000 since the be¬ 
ginning of this campaign. 
That will end up having an 
effect.” 

Blinken did not offer any fig¬ 
ure for civilian casualties. 

In September, the CIA said 
that Islamic State group has 
up to 31,500 fighters, mean¬ 
ing that could represent a 
loss of a third of its forces. 
Despite that, the extremists 
continue to attract more 
recruits from around the 
world who come to fight 
with the group to expand 
its self-declared caliphate 
in Syria and Iraq. 

It’s not clear why Blinken of¬ 
fered the figure, as the U.S. 
military in conflicts since the 
Vietnam War has been ei¬ 
ther hesitant or discounted 
such figures as indicators of 
success. Adm. John Kirby, 
a Pentagon spokesman, 
declined to offer them in 
January when asked by a 
reporter. 

“The less of these guys that 
are out there, certainly 
that’s the better, but the 
goal is to degrade and 
destroy their capabilities," 
Kirby said at the time. He 
added: “It's simply not a 
relevant figure.” 

White House spokesman 


Josh Earnest, later asked 
about Blinken’s figure, said 
he had “no reason to be¬ 
lieve” the number was in¬ 
accurate, saying 1,000 Is¬ 
lamic State fighters were 
killed in the fight for the Syr¬ 
ian border town of Kobani 
alone. 

Meanwhile Wednesday, 


the Islamic State group tar¬ 
geted Hassakeh in an ap¬ 
parent attempt to reverse 
some of the advances 
made recently by Kurdish 
fighters in the northeast¬ 
ern Syrian province.

Top Yemen Shiite Houthi rebel welcomes UN peace talks

SANAA, Yemen (AP) — 

The second-in-command 
of Yemen's Shiite rebels 
said Wednesday that the 
Iranian-backed group was 
ready to go to Geneva for 
U.N.-mediated peace talks 
on ending the country's 
civil war, and accused the 
internationally-recognized 
government in exile of “ob¬ 
structing” dialogue. 
Mohammed al-Houthi, who 
heads the rebels' power¬ 
ful Revolutionary Council, 
told The Associated Press 


that exiled President Abed 
Rabbo Mansour Hadi had 
derailed earlier attempts at 
negotiations by demand¬ 
ing the rebels first withdraw 
from all territory they had 
captured. 

“They are putting pre-con¬ 
ditions to obstruct any talks 
that could lead the Yemeni 
people to a solution,” al- 
Houthi said, adding that 
the Saudi-led coalition re¬ 
fused to halt its air cam¬ 
paign to allow for peace 
talks. “The coalition is the 
one that rejects the talks 
and works on foiling them.” 


The talks were postponed 
last month just two days 
before they were to have 
begun on May 28 and no 
new date has been an¬ 
nounced. However, Ye¬ 
men’s ambassador to the 
U.N., Khaled Alyemany, 
told the AP they would be¬ 
gin June 14, and that an of¬ 
ficial announcement was 
expected shortly. 

A presidential aide said 
late Tuesday that Hadi was 
willing to participate in the 
Geneva talks. 

The aide, who spoke on 
condition of anonymity 


because he wasn’t autho¬ 
rized to brief reporters, did 
not mention any condi¬ 
tions. 

The rebels, known as 
Houthis, began their ad¬ 
vance in September, 
sweeping into the Yemeni 
capital, Sanaa, and tak¬ 
ing over government minis¬ 
tries and other areas. They 
held top officials, including 
Hadi, under house arrest 
until Hadi fled, first to the 
southern port city of Aden, 
then to Saudi Arabia as the 
rebels closed in backed 
by forces loyal to former 


leader President Ali Abdul¬ 
lah Saleh. The Saudi-led 
air campaign, launched 
on March 26, and ground 
fighting have killed more 
than 1,000 civilians and dis¬ 
placed more than a million 
people since mid-March, 
the spokesman for the U.N. 
secretary-general, Stepha- 
ne Dujarric, told reporters 
Wednesday. 

The offensive has so far

Wilders vows to show Muhammad cartoons on TV 
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China ups effort to recover 
missing from capsized ship

JIANLI, China (AP) — Chinese authorities deployed 
scores more divers and a large crane as they escalat¬ 
ed efforts Wednesday to recover more than 410 peo¬ 
ple believed to be trapped inside an overturned river 
cruise ship. 

The capsizing late Monday of the multi-decked East¬ 
ern Star in the Yangtze River is on track to become the 
country’s deadliest maritime disaster in seven decades. 
Chinese authorities have launched a high-profile re¬ 
sponse while tightly controlling media coverage. 
Premier Li Keqiang, the country’s No. 2 political leader, 
has traveled to the disaster site in the Hubei province 
county of Jianli where he urged “all-out,” 24-7 efforts. 
Chinese state broadcaster CCTV said the bodies of 26 
victims have been pulled from the boat, which floated 
with a sliver of its hull jutting from the grey river. Fourteen 
people survived, some of them by swimming ashore 
and three by being pulled out of the ship by rescuers 
on Tuesday. 

But the vast majority of the 456 people on board re¬ 
main missing. Many were elderly tourists taking in the 
scenic vistas of the Yangtze on a cruise from Nanjing to 
the southwestern city of Chongqing. 

Records from a maritime agency show the capsized 
ship was cited for safety violations two years ago. Au¬ 
thorities in Nanjing held the ship and five other Yangtze 
cruise vessels after it found them violating standards 
during a safety inspection campaign in 2013, accord¬ 
ing to a report on the city's Maritime Safety website. It 
didn't specify the Eastern Star's violations. 

The shallow-draft boat, which was not designed to 
withstand as heavy winds as an ocean-going vessel 
can, overturned in what Chinese weather authorities 
have called a cyclone with winds up to 80 mph (130 
kph). 

“The river ships tend to have a lower standard on wind- 
resistance and wave-resistance than ocean ships," 
Zhong Shoudao, president of the Chongqing Boat De¬ 
sign Institute, said at a news conference along with 
weather and Transportation Ministry officials. “Under 
the special circumstance of cyclone, the pressure on 
the one side of the boat went beyond the standard 
it was designed for, resulting in the overturning of the 
boat. 

“The boat had lifejackets and lifeboats, but due to 
the sudden capsizing, there was not enough time for 
people to put on lifejackets or for the signals to be sent 
out,” Zhong said. 

The squad of 13 navy divers who searched the boat 
Tuesday — and pulled out three trapped survivors from 
air pockets after voices were heard through the hull — 
was expanded Wednesday to 202, including 45 from 
civilian rescue services. They were working in shifts virtu¬ 
ally around-the-clock as part of a last-ditch attempt to 
find survivors, the last of which was found on Tuesday 
afternoon. □

In Tokyo, Philippine leader criticizes 
China over regional sea moves

TOKYO (AP) — On his sixth 
visit to Japan in five years, 
Philippine President Benig¬ 
no Aquino III on Wednes¬ 
day criticized China’s as¬ 
sertiveness in regional seas, 
a concern shared by both 
countries as they deepen 
their ties. 

During his four-day visit, 
Aquino will hold talks with 
Japanese Prime Minister 
Shinzo Abe focusing on 
defense and security ties. 
They are expected to sign 
a deal confirming Japan’s 
provision of 10 patrol ves¬ 
sels to the Philippine coast 
guard to bolster its pa¬ 
trolling capability around 
Manila-claimed South Chi¬ 
na Sea islands. 

Since both countries are 
U.S. allies and share con¬ 
cerns over China’s mari¬ 
time activity, the Philippines 
is extremely important to 
Japan, said Kenko Sone, 
spokesman at Japan’s 
Prime Minister's Office. 
Asked about a U.S. role. 


Aquino said America’s 
presence is crucial to the 
region’s stability and that 
the international commu¬ 
nity should act proactively. 
In a speech at a confer¬ 
ence organized by the Nik¬ 
kei business newspaper, 
Aquino criticized what he 
calledChina's “unlawful 
territorial claim” and hinted 
at similarities between Bei¬ 
jing's land-reclamation in 
the SouthChina Sea and 
Nazi Germany’s expansion¬ 
ist moves before World War 
II. He has drawn similar par¬ 
allels in the past. 

Foreign Ministry officials 
said Monday that Abe and 
Aquino were also expect¬ 
ed to expand their defense 
cooperation in other areas, 
including the transfer of 
Japanese military equip¬ 
ment and technology to 
the Philippines, possibly 
related to maritime recon¬ 
naissance. Tokyo eased a 
ban on military exports last 
year. 

In a speech to the upper 
house of Japan’s parlia¬ 


ment, Aquino said that the 
maritime and coastal sta¬ 
bility in the region is “at risk 
of being disrupted by at¬ 
tempts to redraw the geo¬ 
graphic limits and entitle¬ 
ments outside those clearly 
bestowed by the law of na¬ 
tions.” 

He praised Tokyo's solidar¬ 
ity with the Philippines in 
advocating the problem 
and said “a country that 
we both have had difficul¬ 
ties with” was responsible 
for the problem, without 
mentioning China.

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US journalism courses irritate Cuba amid thaw

HAVANA (AP) — About 30 
Cubans sit in a conference 
room for several hours 
each week and learn the 
ABCs of journalism: how to 
craft a news story, write a 
headline and check sourc¬ 
es. 


To their government, how¬ 
ever, they are taking part 
in criminal activity. 

It’s not just that they are 
studying journalism in a 
country where the mass 
media is controlled by the 
state, but how and where 
they are doing it: inside the 
U.S. Interests Section, the 
heavily guarded outpost 
of a government that has 
spent decades trying to 
undermine Cuba's com¬ 
munist government. 
Cubans take the courses 
in independent journalism, 
led by U.S. professors via 
video link, knowing full well 
that they risk harassment or 
even arrest. 

“These courses are a very 
good opportunity for us, for 
those who don’t have any 


resources, who don't have 
work, and I don’t think 
there is anything wrong 
with that," said Eleyn Pon- 
juan, a 19-year-old attend¬ 
ing the once-a-week ses¬ 
sions. 

The journalism program, 
which is taught for free 
along with more popular 


but less controversial class¬ 
es in English and informa¬ 
tion technology, has come 
under renewed criticism in 
Cuba amid talks to restore 
full diplomatic relations 
between Washington and 
Havana for the first time in 
more than 50 years. 

Cuban and U.S. officials 
say they are close to be¬ 
ing able to re-establish em¬ 
bassies. The negotiations 
are closed, but President 
Raul Castro singled out the 
educational courses when 
asked on May 12 about re¬ 
maining obstacles to bet¬ 
ter relations. 

“What most concerns me 
is that they continue doing 
illegal things,” Castro told 
reporters about activities 
inside the U.S. Interests Sec¬ 


tion. “For example, gradu¬ 
ating independent journal¬ 
ists.” 

The Cubans see the cours¬ 
es as an extension of U.S. 
efforts to undermine the is¬ 
land’s government, which 
in the past has been done 
through programs de¬ 
signed to bolster indepen¬ 


dent civil society. 

State Department officials 
wouldn’t discuss the jour¬ 
nalism program in detail, 
not wanting to upset deli¬ 
cate talks that began with 
the historic announcement 
of a detente by Castro and 
President Barack Obama 
on Dec. 17, but defended 
it in a brief statement to 
The Associated Press. 

“The United States con¬ 
tinuously works to promote 
free expression around the 
world through bilateral en¬ 
gagement, public diplo¬ 
macy programming, and 
multilateral diplomacy,” 
the State Department said. 
“This includes support to 
independent journalists 
around the world, particu¬ 
larly in closed countries 


where freedom of the 
press is lacking or indepen¬ 
dent journalists are under 
threat." 

Cuba enshrines control 
over the country’s news 
organizations in its constitu¬ 
tion, using the main news¬ 
papers and broadcasters 
to deliver the official Com¬ 
munist Party line. A few 
independent blogs and 
online news outlets are 
tolerated, although some 
such as noted dissident 
Yoani Sanchez’s website 
“14ymedio” are blocked 
on the island. 

The Internet is largely ir¬ 
relevant since home con¬ 
nections are highly restrict¬ 
ed and access through 
government centers re¬ 
mains prohibitively expen¬ 
sive, with the cheapest 
hour now costing roughly 
10 percent of the aver¬ 
age monthly salary of $20. 
Nevertheless, people who 
practice independent jour¬ 
nalism risk being labeled 
“counter-revolutionaries,” 
a charge Ponjuan rejects. 

“I don’t consider myself 
counter-revolutionary, on 
the contrary,” she said in 
her cramped house in a 
poor section of Havana 
where she also runs a free 
community library out of 
her living room. “I just want 
a change for the better for 
the country.” Hildebrando 
Chaviano, a former gov¬ 
ernment lawyer turned dis¬ 
sident, said the beginning 
and intermediate journal¬ 
ism courses he took at 
the Interests Section have 
helped him sharpen his 
writing skills for stories that 
appear in the online news 
site Diario de Cuba and 
elsewhere. “We are not try¬ 
ing to destroy the country; 
our interest is that it func¬ 
tions better,” he said. “To 
do that, you have to criti¬ 
cize it. The government is 
allergic to criticism.” Cuba 
has complained in the past

Judges say Haiti 
should reject ex 
PM’s candidacy 

PORT-AU-PRINCE, Haiti (AP) 

— A judicial panel in Haiti 
has recommended that 
former Prime Minister Lau¬ 
rent Lamothe be barred 
from running for presi¬ 
dent. The panel said this 
week that Lamothe failed 
to receive a government 
document certifying that 
he handled public funds 
appropriately while prime 
minister from 2012 until 
late last year. An adviser 
to Lamothe, Salim Succor, 
called the decision “erro¬ 
neous” and said Wednes¬ 
day they would appeal. 
Lamothe is one of about 
70 people who registered 
to seek the presidency. The 
panel of electoral judges 
was asked to review the 
eligibility of 23 contested 
would-be candidates. It 
recommended the dis¬ 
qualification of Lamothe 
and two others late Tues¬ 
day while clearing others 
to run. 

Guyana official 
seeks dismissal of 
cops on torture 

GEORGETOWN, Guyana 
(AP) — Guyana’s national 
security minister says he has 
demanded the dismissal of 
two policemen accused in 
2009 of burning the geni¬ 
tals of a teen boy while in 
custody. Khemraj Ramjat- 
tan told The Associated 
Press Wednesday he asked 
the police chief to dismiss 
CpI. Mohan Dulai. He also 
has asked a commission to 
revoke the appointment 
of Inspector Narine Loll. 
The police chief is barred 
from firing anyone above 
the rank of sergeant. Both 
officers were promoted 
last year by the previous 
administration, which lost 
general elections on May

Tiger Woods 
starts a busy 
stretch with 
Memorial

DUBLIN, Ohio (AP) — Tiger 
Woods hasn’t been this 
busy on the golf course all 
year. 

And the Memorial hasn’t 
even started. 

Woods began his week by 
flying to Pacific Northwest 
for two days of practice at 
Chambers Bay, the start of 
his preparations for the U.S. 
Open. The course along 
the shores of Puget Sound 
is so mysterious to so many 
players that he said it took 
nearly seven hours to get 
through 18 holes on his first 
day of practice. 

“And the next day — yes¬ 
terday — was a little bit 
quicker because we knew 
what to do, what to ex¬ 
pect, what lines to take,” 
Woods said Wednesday 
after his pro-am round at 
Muirfield Village. “We just 
knew how to play the golf 
course.”

That’s not an issue at the 
Memorial, where Woods 
has won a record five 
times. 

He last won in 2012 with a 
chip from behind the 16th 
that even host Jack Nick- 
laus said was one of the 
best shots he ever saw. The 
following year, he set an¬ 
other record with a career- 
worst 44 on the back nine 
(which he tied on the back 
nine at the Phoenix Open 
this year). 

Still to be determined is 
what kind of game Woods 
brings to both tourna¬ 
ments. 

“It’s still evolving, but it’s 
getting better,” Woods 
said. 

He took a two-month break 
early in the year when his 
golf sunk to a new low, 
highlighted by his 82 in the 
Phoenix Open, and Woods 
made a remarkable return 
at the Masters by tying for 
17th and then making the 
cut in The Players Champi¬ 
onship three weeks later. It 
was the first time since the 
end of 2013 that Woods 
completed consecutive 
72-hole events. 

And now? 

“A lot more comfortable 
coming into this week than 
The Players," he said. “We 
had to do some pretty 
good work going into The 
Players. But this one is a 
little bit easier.” 

The hard part is the field. 
Even with Rory Mcllroy 
taking the week off after 


his stretch of five straight 
tournaments on two con¬ 
tinents, the Memorial fea¬ 
tures six of the top 10 in the 
world. Masters champion 


Jordan Spieth struggled 
at his hometown even 
at the AT&T Byron Nelson 
last week outside Dallas, 
though he still gets the 
players’ attention. 

The caddies for Spieth 
and Players Champion¬ 
ship winner Rickie Fowler 
were standing outside the 
clubhouse Wednesday 
morning when Matt Jones 
arrived. He congratulated 
Fowler’s caddie, Joe Skov- 
ron, on his big win at the 
TPC Sawgrass. And then he 
looked at Michael Greller, 
the caddie for Spieth, and 
jokingly congratulated him 


for this week. 

He’s on that kind of a roll. 
Spieth had an 82 his first 
year at the Memorial. He 
returned that fall for the 


Presidents Cup at age 19 
and won two of his match¬ 
es, along with making a 
hole-in-one during prac¬ 
tice. A year ago, he was in 
the mix going into Sunday 
until closing with a 75. 

What he loves most are the 
pure greens, and Spieth 
has one of the best putting 
strokes on tour. 

“The greens are arguably 
tied for first or second only 
to Augusta National as far 
as speed and how pure 
they are consistently each 
year,” Spieth said. “I love 
putting on greens where 
you have to have imagi¬ 


nation, you have to play 
these ridges. Speed con¬ 
trol is so vital.” 

That might be the biggest 
adjustment for Woods 


coming off his two days at 
Chambers Bay. 

He spent most of his time 
around the greens, try¬ 
ing to figure out where to 
bounce shots off the slopes 
and banks to feed toward 
the hole, and where not 
to miss. Much like a links 
course, he used the putter 
for shots as far away as 30 
and 40 yards to best use 
the contours. 

And now he's at Muirfield 
Village, a classic course 
framed by thick rough with 
fast greens. Conditions are 
likely to be soft this week 
because of overcast con¬

ditions. Woods has been 
around for two decades, 
and adjusting to a differ¬ 
ent golf course, different 
grass, different time zones, 
is nothing new. 

“The biggest adjustment 
is not to hit the putts so 
hard,” he said after his 
pro-am round. “I was prac¬ 
ticing 40-, 50-yeard putts 
because that some of the 
shots that we're going to 
have to hit out there. The 
greens (at Muirfield Village) 
are running just over 13 
right now — a little different 
feel. Every putt I hit today, I 
blew past the hole.” 

Hideki Matsuyama is the 
defending champion. 
Fowler is back from Royal 
County Down at the Irish 
Open where he had a 
good week except for an 
8-8 finish to his third round. 
Dustin Johnson and Justin 
Rose are part of a strong 
field, along with Phil Mick- 
elson and Jason Day. 

For most of them, the U.S. 
Open looms. 

Woods is interested in 
progress. Even in more pre¬ 
dictable times, he never 
read too much into his per¬ 
formance in his final event 
before a major. Three years 
ago, he won both tourna¬ 
ments before the Masters 
(Bay Hill) and U.S. Open 
(Memorial) and it didn’t 
work out for him. 

“It's about peaking at the 
right time,” he said. “The 
main thing is I want to be 
able to start playing again, 
being in contention with a 
chance to win. I'd like to 
get there more often and 
give myself more opportu¬ 
nities to win. 


Gatlin says he not Bolt is the man to beat for now 


ROME (AP) — With the 
world-leading times in the 
100 and 200 meters this 
year, Justin Gatlin says he 
— not Usain Bolt — is the 
man to beat for now. 

The big goal for both 
sprinters remains the world 
championships in Beijing in 
August. 

“Right now, I can't consid¬ 
er myself the favorite be¬ 
cause it’s months away,” 
Gatlin said. “I’m just trying 
to stay healthy and strong. 
But having two world leads 
does put me in position to 



say entering a race, ‘OK, 
I’m the man to go out 
there and go against.’” 
Gatlin was in Rome pre¬ 
paring to run the 100 in the 
Golden Gala on Thursday. 
Gatlin beat Bolt at the

Stadio Olimpico two years 
ago, although the Jamai¬ 
can is not entered this year. 
Gatlin clocked 9.74 sec¬ 
onds in the Diamond 
League opener on May 
15 in the sweltering heat 
of Doha, Qatar. Only four 
sprinters have ever run fast¬ 
er, including Bolt, who set 
the world record of 9.58 in 
2009. 

Gatlin won the 200 in 19.68 
in Eugene, Oregon, last 
weekend, matching his 
personal best. 

He will be aiming for his 


fourth career win in Rome, 
the fourth stop of the Dia¬ 
mond League. 

“I’m just starting off where 
I left off last year,” Gat¬ 
lin said. “I want to go out 
there and dominate each 
race, and that's what I've 
been doing." 

His opponents on Thursday 
include former European 
indoor champion Jimmy Vi- 
caut, 2003 world champion 
Kim Collins, 4x100 world re¬ 
cord holder Nesta Carter, 
and Mike Rodgers of the 
U.S.Q 
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LeBron on his game: ‘This is probably the best I’ve been’

CLEVELAND (AP) — LeBron 
James listened to a ques¬ 
tion he’s been asked in the 
past and began process¬ 
ing. 

On the eve of his fifth con¬ 
secutive NBA Finals, hav¬ 
ing carried the Cleveland 
Cavaliers within four wins 
of a championship in his 
homecoming season, 
James appears to be play¬ 
ing the best basketball of 
his life. 

Others have said so, some 
insisting they’ve never seen 
anyone — at least no one 
this side of Michael Jordan 
— perform at such a high 
level. 

James has been mag¬ 
nificent in these playoffs. 
Clutch. Focused. Confi¬ 
dent. 

But does the 30-year-old 
believe he’s at the pinna¬ 
cle of his 12-year career? 

“If you put it all together, 
yeah,” he said. “If you put 
everything together as far 
as my mind, my body, my 
game. If you put everything 
in one bottle, this is proba¬ 
bly the best I’ve been.” 
King James has spoken. 
Although he has jumped 
higher, scored more, shot 
for a higher percentage, 
and had bigger statisti¬ 
cal games in nine previ¬ 
ous postseasons, James 
has taken his game to new 
boundaries, the outer limits 
as he prepares to take on 
the Golden State Warriors 
from Thursday. He's still do¬ 
ing what few can physical¬ 
ly match on the floor, but 
he's also lifting his team¬ 
mates, inspiring them, mak¬ 
ing them believe they can 
end Cleveland’s 51-year 
title drought. 

The four-time league MVP 
can still take over a game, 
and he can get inside it. 
Through words and ac¬ 
tions, James has pushed 
the Cavaliers past postsea¬ 
son injuries to Kevin Love 
and Kyrie Irving, the other 
members of Cleveland’s 
Big 3, who haven’t pulled 
their weight in the post¬ 
season. James has picked 
up the slack with more re¬ 
bounds, and by playing 
point guard. 

He's brought out the best 
in sharpshooter J.R. Smith 


and made reserves like 
Iman Shumpert and Mat¬ 
thew Dellavedova em¬ 
brace their roles. He's even 
caused David Blatt’s critics 
to pause and reconsider 
what kind of job Cleve¬ 
land’s first-year coach has 
done. 

James has never been bet¬ 
ter. 

With dedication and hard 
work, James is exhibiting 
what he wrote in his let¬ 
ter to Cleveland fans last 
summer when he said: 
“In Northeast Ohio, noth¬ 
ing is given. Everything is 
earned. You work for what 
you have.” 

Irving didn’t fully under¬ 
stand James' genius until 
they became teammates. 
Over the past few months, 
the All-Star point guard 
has grown to appreciate 
No. 23’s effect on those 
around him. Irving marvels 
at James’ photographic 
memory and uncanny 
knack for seeing plays un¬ 
fold before others. 

“I became a fan to be hon¬ 
est with you,” Irving said. “I 
told him that. It's a differ¬ 
ent feeling when you’re 
on a team with someone 
you've watched for so 
long. When you get to see 
him up close and the work 
that he puts in, the dedica¬ 
tion that he has, the drive 
and the will that he has. 
The true testament of him is 


that he embodies a leader, 
and the true testament of 
the word ‘team’ is embod¬ 
ied with the guys we have. 
We have so many differ¬ 
ent personalities, so many 
different guys, and when 
you have a leader like that 
it lifts you up in every situa¬ 
tion.” 

Miami changed him. 

During four seasons in 
South Florida, a period he 
refers to as his “college 
years,” James learned to 
be a champion. Playing 
alongside All-Star Dwyane 
Wade, James gained a 
better understanding of 
the trust necessary to win 
it all. He had Wade’s back 


and vice versa. They grew 
into one. 

The blistering spotlight, too, 
hardened James, who 
mastered the ability to 
block out external noise. 
Before he went to Miami, 
injuries like the ones to Ir¬ 
ving and Love might have 
unraveled him. These days, 
they’re just more obstacles. 
“Even in the past, mentally 
I just wasn't who I am to¬ 
day,” he said. “My mind, 
my hard drive, wasn’t as 
big. I’m able to handle a 
lot of situations that I wasn't 
able to handle at 24 and 
25 years old. I just tried to 
do it by just going out and 
just playing.” 


Warriors swingman Shaun 
Livingston said there's 
an obvious difference in 
James (version 2015) and 
the one he played against 
in past years. 

“His time in Miami helped 
sharpen his mental for¬ 
titude,” Livingston said. 
“They faced a lot of ad¬ 
versity in Miami with all the 
scrutiny. That's helped him 
on the court, being more 
calm, and not really play¬ 
ing to the outside but just 
between the lines.” 

James has pieced to¬ 
gether an amazing body 
of work in this postseason 
already. He nearly aver¬ 
aged a triple-double in the 
Eastern Conference finals, 
posting 30.3 points, 11.0 re¬ 
bounds, and 9.3 assists in 
the series, the first player to 
average at least 30 points, 
10 boards, and nine assists 
in a series. In the previous 
round, he made a buzzer¬ 
beating shot to win Game 
4 and followed that with 
a 38-point, zero-turnover 
masterpiece in Game 5. 

He hasn't been perfect. 
James missed his first 10 
shots in Game 3 against At¬ 
lanta before getting a tri¬ 
ple-double, and he's been 
sloppy with the ball. But 
he’s on a mission, and with¬ 
in reach of winning a title 
that would top any of his 
many accomplishments. 
“I’ve been watching a 
lot of playoffs the last six 
years,” Love said, “and I 
don't know if I’ve seen him 
play better than this.”

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Djokovic beats 9-time French Open champ Nadal in quarters

PARIS (AP) — There was no 
trophy, and no title, on of¬ 
fer for Novak Djokovic at 
Court Philippe Chatrier. 
Perhaps there should have 
been, considering what he 
accomplished. 

Thoroughly outplaying the 
best there's ever been on 
red clay, Djokovic ended 
Rafael Nadal's 39-match 
French Open winning 
streak Wednesday by 
beating the nine-time 
champion in a surprisingly 
lopsided quarterfinal 7-5, 
6-3, 6-1. 

“A match,” Djokovic said, 
“that I will remember for a 
long time.” 

It’s only Nadal's second 
defeat in 72 career match¬ 
es at Roland Garros — and 
second in 95 best-of-five- 
set matches anywhere 
on the surface. The other 
came in the fourth round in 
Paris in 2009 against Robin 
Soderling. 

Before that, Nadal won 
four championships in a 
row. And since? Nadal 
collected a record five 
consecutive French Open 
titles. 

“I lost in 2009, and (it) was 
not the end,” Nadal said. 
“I lost in 2015, and (it) is not 
the end.” 

The No. 1-ranked Djokovic 
lost all six previous matches 
they’d played in Paris, in¬ 
cluding the 2012 and 2014 
finals. 

But Djokovic's defense al¬ 
lowed Nadal only three 
winners off his heavy top- 
spin lefty forehand, per¬ 
haps the most feared shot 
in all of tennis. With his 
coach, Boris Becker, jump¬ 
ing out of his seat to ap¬ 
plaud, Djokovic conjured 
up 45 winners to only 16 for 
Nadal, whose 29th birth¬ 
day sure was a downer. 
“He was better than me,” 
Nadal said. “That’s it." 

By the end, Djokovic not 
only had broken down 
Nadal’s game but also his 
usually unbending will. Ap¬ 
propriately for a match 
that did not live up to 
the hype, it closed with a 
whimper on a double-fault 
by Nadal. 

“An ideal scenario is today 
could have been (the fi¬ 
nal), and could have a dif¬ 


(4), 6-2, 5-7, 6-1. The other 
semifinal is Stan Wawrinka 
vs. Jo-Wilfried Tsonga. 

“I feel like I understand 
how I have to play on the 
surface better than I did in 
the past,” said Murray, who 
is 15-0 on clay in 2015. 

In the women's semifinals 
Thursday, Serena Williams 
plays Timea Bacsinszky, 
and Ana Ivanovic meets 
Lucie Safarova. Williams 
advanced with a 6-1, 6-3 
victory over Sara Errani, 
and Bacsinszky beat Alison 
Van Uytvanck 6-4, 7-5. 

The 44th installment of 
Djokovic-Nadal was mere¬ 
ly a quarterfinal because 
Nadal's ranking slipped so 
far he was seeded sixth, 
all of his unprecedented 
French Open success not¬ 
withstanding. 

The 14-time major champi¬ 
on missed time last season 
with a right wrist injury, then 
had appendix surgery. He 
has spoken openly about 
a crisis in confidence from 
poor-for-him results in 2015: 
Wednesday's loss was his 
sixth on clay, his most in a 
year since 2003. When the 
rankings come out Mon¬ 
day, he'll be no better 
than 10th, his worst spot 
since 2005. 

Djokovic, who won his 
eighth Slam title at Janu¬ 
ary’s Australian Open, 
owns a 27-match win¬ 
ning streak. “You need to 
play very well to stand a 
chance against him, and 
the truth is that Rafael did 
not play at his best," said 
Toni Nadal, who coaches 
his nephew. 

After 15 minutes, Djokovic 
led 4-0, taking 18 of the first 
22 points, including one 
19-stroke delight in which 
both men sprinted to track 
down lobs. 

Then, as though suddenly 
recalling who he is and 
where he was, Nadal 
snapped to it. 

It took Nadal 21 minutes to 
complete the minimal task 
of claiming a game, with 
the help of an on-the-run, 
down-the-line backhand 
passing winner so exquisite 
Djokovic gave a thumb’s 
up. That helped the Span¬ 
iard get to 4-all. 

Couldn't have known it at 
the time, but that turned 
out to be his last surge.Q

Yahoo lands rights to show NFL game on Internet this fall 


NEW YORK (AP) — The NFL 

is teaming up with Yahoo 
to show a game live on the 
Internet this fall. 

The alliance announced 
Wednesday follows up on 
the NFL's previously an¬ 
nounced plan to stream 
the Oct. 25 matchup be¬ 
tween the Buffalo Bills and 


Jacksonville Jaguars. The 
game, which will be played 
in London, is scheduled to 
start at 9:30 a.m. EDT. 

It will be the first time that 
the NFL has allowed one of 
its games to be streamed 
live in its entirety by an 
Internet outlet. The Bills- 
Jaguars game will still be 


televised, like all other NFL 
games, in the local mar¬ 
kets of the two teams play¬ 
ing each other. 

Landing the rights to show 
the game represents a 
coup for Yahoo, which is 
trying to widen its audi¬ 
ence and sell more adver¬ 
tising after more than six 


years of little or no revenue 
growth. 

Yahoo Inc. declined to say 
how much it is paying the 
NFL to stream the game. 
NFL games are among 
the most-watched events 
on TV, making them a 
valuable commodity. The

deals in 2011 calling for 
fhem to pay fhe NFL an 
average of abouf a com¬ 
bined $5 billion per season 
through this decade.

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Tech Tips: Your guide to the myriad phone-upgrade options

NEW YORK (AP) — Upgrad¬ 
ing your phone is no longer 
as simple as paying $100 or 
$200 and extending your 
service contract by two 
years. 

Phone companies have 
been shifting away from 
contracts and trying to 
get you to pay full price — 
$600 to $700 for a high-end 
phone. Installment plans 
are available, along with a 
leasing option from Sprint. 
To understand your op¬ 
tions, it's best to break 
down the typical monthly 
phone bill into three com¬ 
ponents: 

— The cost of the phone, 
which can be the monthly 
installment, or zero for a 
traditional contract plan. 

— A per-phone “access” 
charge for unlimited voice 
and texts. With contract 
plans, you're paying $40 
to connect a smartphone. 
With full-price or leasing 
plans, you're paying $15 
or $25. That sounds like a 
deal, but you're paying 
more for the phone itself. 

— The data bucket, typi¬ 
cally sharable if you’re part 
of a group plan. This charge 
varies depending on how 
much data you need, but 
it’s not affected by how 
you buy your phone. (At T- 
Mobile, access and data is 
a combined charge.) 

Are you better off with a 


contract plan knowing you 
pay less for the phone but 
more in service fees? 

BUY IT THE TRADITIONAL 
WAY 

Verizon, AT&T and Sprint still 
offer subsidies in exchange 
for two-year contracts. You 
pay $100 or $200 up front, 
with no additional charges 
for the phone itself. How¬ 
ever, you pay $15 or $25 
more each month through 
the access charge. That’s 
how phone companies 
make up for the cost of the 
subsidies. 

Verizon and AT&T also 
charge a $40 upgrade fee 
when you're getting a new 
phone on contract; there’s 
no fee when you’re pay¬ 
ing full price for the phone. 
Sprint charges a $36 up¬ 
grade fee to get a new 


phone through the com¬ 
pany, regardless of how 
you pay, while T-Mobile has 
no fees for its main phone 
plans. 

PAY THROUGH INSTALL¬ 
MENTS 

All four national carriers 
let you pay the full cost of 
phones in monthly install¬ 
ments. T-Mobile no longer 
offers subsidies at all, so this 
is your best option there. 
Elsewhere, the installment 
plans go by Edge at Veri¬ 
zon, Next at AT&T and Easy 
Pay at Sprint. 

For an iPhone 6 and other 
phones that retail for $650, 
the subsidy is worth $18.75 
a month over the two-year 
life of the contract. So if 
the installment plan has 
you paying a $15 access 
charge, you’re saving $25 


Apple recalls Beats Pill speakers 
because they may overheat

NEW YORK (AP) — Apple 
said it is recalling its Beats 
Pill XL speakers after a cus¬ 
tomer reported getting 
burned when it overheat¬ 
ed. 

There were eight reports of 
the speaker's battery over¬ 
heating, the U.S. Consumer 
Product Safety Commis¬ 
sion said Wednesday. One 
person’s finger was burned 
and another reported 
damage to a desk. 

Apple said customers can 
apply for a $325 refund on 
its website. They can also 
elect to receive Apple 
Store credit for the same 
amount. Apple, based in 
Cupertino, California, said 


it will send customers boxes 
for free to return the speak¬ 
ers. 

About 222,000 of the 
speakers are in the U.S., 
and 11,000 are in Canada, 
the CPSC said. They were 
sold at Apple's stores and 


websites starting in Janu¬ 
ary 2014. It was also sold at 
other retailers. 

Beats, which also makes 
headphones and has a 
streaming music service, 
was bought last year by 
Apple Inc. for $3 billion.Q 


off the $40 access charge 
you would normally pay to 
get subsidies. That savings 
is more than what you're 
giving up in subsidies, so 
this is a good deal for you. 
But if the installment plan 
has you paying a $25 ac¬ 
cess charge, the savings is 
only $15 — yet you're giv¬ 
ing up $18.75. 

In general, you're paying 
the $15 rate (and getting 
the bigger savings) if you’re 
on a higher data plan — 
starting at 6 gigabytes at 
Verizon, 8 GB at Sprint and 
10 GB at AT&T. Individu¬ 
als and couples probably 
don’t need to pay for that 
much data, so their rate 
would be $25. Again, that's 
just $15 off the regular $40 
access charge, or less than 
what you’re giving up in 
subsidies, so it’s not a good 
deal. However, installment 
plans typically let you up¬ 
grade phones more often, 
so it might still be worth 
paying more for that. With 
subsidies, you have to wait 
two years. 

Sprint and T-Mobile charge 
$10 a month for the flex¬ 
ibility to upgrade early, 
before your phone is paid 
off. In T-Mobile’s case, the 
charge includes insurance 
for loss and damage. AT&T 
and Verizon include free 
upgrades with the install¬ 
ment plans, though some 
of its other fees are higher. 
In all cases, you must turn in 
the old phone to upgrade 
early. 

BUY IT OUTRIGHT 
Installment plans don't 


charge interest, so you’re 
not really saving anything 
paying the full price up 
front. If you don't have 
good credit, this might be 
your only option. This is also 
for those looking for a used 
phone from a friend or from 
eBay. 

Another advantage: You 
can get an unlocked ver¬ 
sion of a phone, letting you 
switch carriers more eas¬ 
ily. Be forewarned, though, 
that not all phones will work 
with all carriers. AT&T and 
T-Mobile phones are typi¬ 
cally interchangeable, but 
Sprint and Verizon have dif¬ 
ferent networking technol¬ 
ogy. 

RENT IT 

Sprint offers a leasing pro¬ 
gram with monthly charg¬ 
es that are lower than the 
installment plan. It’s even 
waiving those charges for 
some phones on unlimited 
data plans. The catch: You 
don’t end up owning the 
phone. 

With other plans, you can 
resell the phone or give it 
to a friend once it’s paid 
off. With leasing, you turn 
in the old model for a new 
one when the lease runs 
out in 12, 24 or 30 months. 
Or you can pay the dif¬ 
ference between the full 
cost of the phone and the 
amount you’ve already 
paid to lease it. If your old 
phone is simply going to sit 
in a desk drawer when you 
upgrade, leasing could 
help you save money each 
month. □ 
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AP: Encouraging economic news 
gives U.S. stocks a modest bump

NEW YORK (AP) — Encour¬ 
aging economic news 
pushed stocks higher 
Wednesday, although 
a slump in energy com¬ 
panies and utilities kept 
broader gains in check. 
Stocks climbed from the 
start of trading on news 
that U.S. exports rose in 
April and that hiring picked 
up in May. The buying fol¬ 
lowed a rise in overseas 
markets on hopes of a 
breakthrough in Greece’s 
talks with its creditors. 

By the end of the day, sev¬ 
en of 10 industry groups in 
the Standard and Poor’s 
500 index rose. Utility stocks 
dropped 1.4 percent and 
energy companies fell 0.7 
percent, along with the 
price of oil. 


The S&P 500 edged up 4.47 
points, or 0.2 percent, to 
2,114.07. The Dow Jones in¬ 
dustrial average rose 64.33 
points, or 0.4 percent, to 
end at 18,076.27. The Nas¬ 
daq composite climbed 
22.71 points, or 0.5 percent, 
to 5,099.23. 

The Federal Reserve said 
that a survey of busi¬ 
ness conditions showed 
that manufacturing held 
steady or increased in 
most parts of the country. 
A separate report from the 
Institute for Supply Man¬ 
agement showed U.S. ser¬ 
vice firms grew in May at 


the slowest pace in a year. 
But any reading over 50 in¬ 
dicates that services firms 
are expanding. 

Investors are anxious for 
signs that U.S. growth is 
picking up, but not so 
much that the Fed will feel 
compelled to raise inter¬ 
est rates too fast and send 
stocks down sharply. 
Colleen S. Supran, princi¬ 
pal at investment firm Bing¬ 
ham, Osborn & Scarbor¬ 
ough, said Wednesday's 
reports seemed to strike a 
sort of Goldilocks’ balance 
of hot, but not too hot. 

“It's not so robust, that 
anyone can come out 
and say, ‘The Fed has got 
to raise rates,’" she said. 
“Everything is just good 
enough.” 

Utility companies were 
driven down by a sharp 


rise in bond yields. Investors 
like utility stocks for fheir faf 
dividends, but bonds are 
becoming more attractive 
as a source of income. The 
yield on fhe 10-year Trea¬ 
sury note rose on Wednes¬ 
day to 2.37 percent, the 
highest since November. 
Energy stocks fell as the 
price of benchmark U.S. oil 
slid nearly 3 percent. The 
two biggest decliners in 
the S&P 500, Chesapeake 
Energy and Diamond Off¬ 
shore Drilling, each fell by 
more than 3 percent. 
Among big gainers for the 
day was clothing maker 


G-lll Apparel Group, which 
reported earnings and rev¬ 
enue that came in well 
ahead of whaf Wall Street 
analysts were looking for. 
Its stock surged $7.06, or 12 
percent, to $67.15. 

Investors were also keep¬ 
ing an eye on Greece. The 
country’s prime minister is 
trying to persuade credi¬ 
tors to accept a proposal 
that could unlock much- 
delayed bailout loans, but 
he’s running out of time. 
Greece has to make a 
payment of over 300 mil¬ 
lion euros ($333 million) to 
the International Monetary 
Fund this Friday, then make 
a series of other payments 
in the coming months. If 
it fails to repay past loans 
and get new ones, Greece 
may have to exit from fhe 
euro, a development that 


could roil the 19-country 
eurozone. 

“The consensus is that 
they'll meet the June 5th 
payment ... but the con¬ 
cern is they'll struggle 
mightily to meet their July 
payment,” said JJ Kina- 
han, chief strafegist at TD 
Ameritrade. “The market is 
taking one payment at a 
time, but this continues to 
loom as a major point of 
concern.”

Fed sees moderate economic 
growth around US this spring

WASHINGTON (AP) The U.S. 
economy was growing at 
a moderate pace in most 
regions of the country in 
April and May, as consum¬ 
ers ramped up spending at 
retailers and auto dealers, 
the Federal Reserve said 
Wednesday. 

In its latest survey of busi¬ 
ness condifions around fhe 
country, the Fed said that 
manufacturing activity 
held steady or increased, 
except in the energy indus¬ 
try. Some companies laid 
off workers and cut back 
on drilling activities in re¬ 
sponse to the big fall in oil 
prices over fhe past year. 
The Fed report, known as 
the beige book, will be re¬ 
viewed by officials at the 
Fed’s next meeting June 
16-17 meeting. Economists 
expect the central bank 
to delay any rate hike until 
they see more signs of an 
economic rebound. 

Four districts aDO Boston, 
Atlanta, Chicago and St. 
Louis dan reported moder¬ 
ate growth in manufactur¬ 
ing, while some other dis¬ 
tricts said growth was basi¬ 
cally flat during the survey 
period. 

The report found wide- 
ranging consequences 
from fhe fall in energy 
prices, wifh over half of fhe 
Fed’s 12 districts report¬ 
ing a negative impact on 
companies that either op¬ 
erate in the energy sector 
or provide services to ener¬ 
gy companies. Kansas City 
described a sharp fall in 
acfivify in energy produc¬ 
ers Oklahoma and New 
Mexico, while the Dallas 
district said that oilfield ma¬ 


chinery sales were down 
significantly from a year 
ago. 

The report noted that con¬ 
sumer spending rose in all 
districts except Richmond 
and New York. The drop 
in gas prices was spurring 
a shift from sales of cars 
fo lighf trucks and SUVs. 
Tourism also picked up in 
a number of districts, lifting 
demand for summer hotel 
and resort bookings. 

The Fed report found fhaf 
fhe rise in fhe value of the 
dollar wasn't uniformly 
hurting demand for U.S. 
manufactured goods. The 
Philadelphia and Rich¬ 
mond districts reported 
stronger demand in the 
rubber and plastic indus¬ 
tries. In San Francisco, bio¬ 
tech and pharmaceutical 
companies also saw grow¬ 
ing demand. 

But the report said that busi¬ 
ness contacts in the Bos¬ 
ton, Cleveland, Chicago, 
Minneapolis and Dallas dis¬ 
tricts all reported a drag on 
either export sales or busi¬ 
ness investment plans from 
fhe stronger dollar, which 
makes U.S.-made products 
more expensive on foreign 
markets. 

Residential real estate and 
construction activity ex¬ 
panded in most districts. 
Employment was up ex¬ 
cept in the energy sector, 
with New York, Cleveland 
and Kansas City noting 
widespread shortages of 
truck drivers. 

Chicago and Minneapolis 
reported poultry flocks had 
been hit hard by avian 
flu. Minneapolis produc¬ 
ers expect the outbreak to 
cost them more than $300 
million.Q 
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America’s trade deficit declined sharply in April

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 

U.S. trade deficit declined 
sharply in April as exports 
posted a modest gain and 
imports fell, raising hopes 
that trade’s drag on eco¬ 
nomic growth will ease in 
the current quarter. 

The April deficit tumbled 
19.2 percent to $40.9 billion 
after surging to $50.6 billion 
in March, the Commerce 
Department said Wednes¬ 


day. The March deficit, 
which was revised down 
from an initial estimate of 
$51.4 billion, was the high¬ 
est since January 2012. 

The big surge in the deficit 
reduced overall economic 
growth by nearly 2 per¬ 
centage points in the first 
quarter, sending gross do¬ 
mestic product into nega¬ 
tive territory. 

In April, exports edged up 
1 percent to $189.9 billion, 
led by a big rise in com¬ 


mercial airplane sales. 
Imports fell 3.3 percent to 
$230.8 billion. The deficit is 
the difference between 
imports and exports. 

The big deficit increase in 
March reflected the end 
of a labor dispute which 
had tied up West Coast 
ports. With the ports fully 
operational, a backlog of 
imports, many from China, 
flooded into the country. 
Economists had predict¬ 
ed with the backlog pro¬ 


cessed, the deficit would 
shrink in April to more nor¬ 
mal levels. 

For the first four months of 
the year, the deficit is run¬ 
ning 1 percent higher than 
the same period a year 
ago. Economists believe 
this year's deficit will in¬ 
crease modestly from the 
revised $508.3 billion deficit 
in 2014. 

Robert Kavcic, senior 
economist at BMO Capital 
Markets, said he believed 


trade's impact would be 
roughly neutral in the cur¬ 
rent April-June period and 
would likely trim growth by 
about a half percentage 
point for the entire year. 
American manufacturers 
have been hurt by a rise in 
the value of the dollar over 
the past year. The stronger 
dollar makes American 
goods more expensive 
on overseas markets and 
makes imports cheaper for 
U.S. consumers. □

WASHINGTON (AP) — U.S. 
companies stepped up hir¬ 
ing in May, a private survey 
found, evidence that em¬ 
ployers remain confident in 
the economy even after it 
contracted at the start of 
the year. 

Payroll processor ADP said 
Wednesday that business¬ 
es added 201,000 jobs last 
month, up from just 165,000 
in the previous month. 
April’s increase was the 
smallest in a year and a 
half. 

The figures suggest that 
the economy is recover¬ 
ing after it shrank at a 0.7 
percent annual rate in 
the first quarter. On Friday, 
the government will issue 
its official jobs report for 
May. Economists forecast 
it will show that employers 
added 227,000 jobs, and 
the unemployment rate re¬ 
mained 5.4 percent. 

“The relative strength in to¬ 
day’s report is an encour¬ 


aging sign that the labor 
market, and the economy, 
is reaccelerating,” Dan 
Greenhaus, chief strate¬ 
gist at brokerage BTIG LLC, 
said in a note to clients. 

The ADP survey covers only 
private businesses, howev¬ 
er, and frequently diverges 
from the official figures. 
Employers added jobs 
last year at the strongest 
pace in 15 years, putting 
3.1 million people to work, 
or an average of 260,000 
jobs a month. Yet hiring 
has slowed a bit in 2015, 
with job gains averaging 
194,000 a month through 
April. 

Much of that slowdown 
occurred in March, when 
only 85,000 net jobs were 
created. Hiring rebounded 
to 223,000 in April. 

The Federal Reserve is 
closely watching the 
health of the job market as 
it considers when to begin 
raising the short-term in¬ 
terest rate it controls from 
nearly zero. 


Construction compa¬ 
nies added 27,000 jobs, 
ADP said, the most in four 
months. That’s a sign that 
developers are ramping 
up homebuilding, an im¬ 


portant driver for the econ¬ 
omy. Manufacturers cut 
5,000 jobs, the third straight 
decline. The drop in facto¬ 
ry jobs likely reflects the im¬ 
pact of the stronger dollar.

Growth in US services firms slows to 12-month low

WASHINGTON (AP) — U.S. 
service firms grew in May at 
the slowest pace in a year, 
as both new orders and hir¬ 
ing slipped. 

The Institute forSupply Man¬ 
agement said Wednesday 
that its services index fell 
to 55.7 in May from 57.8 in 
April. Still, any reading over 
50 indicates that services 
firms are expanding. 

The slower growth rate re¬ 
flects the uneven rebound 
from a brutal winter, which 


caused the economy to 
shrink at an annualized 
rate of 0.7 percent during 
the first quarter of 2015. 
Hiring has continued at a 
brisk pace, leading many 
economists to forecast 
solid growth in the com¬ 
ing months. Yet consum¬ 
ers have been reluctant to 
part with their paychecks, 
choosing to save instead 
of spending in ways that 
bolster short-term growth. 
“The indications are that 
we have had a slowing or 
cooling off here," said An¬ 


thony Nieves, chairman 
of ISM’s non-manufactur¬ 
ing business survey Com¬ 
mittee. 

But because the average 
still points to expansion, 
economists say that gross 
domestic product will im¬ 
prove. 

“It is still at a level that his¬ 
torically has been consis¬ 
tent with 3 percent GDP 
growth,” said Paul Ash¬ 
worth, chief U.S. economist 
at Capital Economics. 

The ISM is a trade group of 
purchasing managers. Its 


survey of services firms cov¬ 
ers businesses that employ 
90 percent of the Ameri¬ 
can workforce, including 
retail, construction, health 
care and financial services 
companies. 

The May survey reported a 
1.3 percentage point drop 
in new orders to 57.9, while 
the employment compo¬ 
nent slid to 1.4 points to 
55.3. Both indicate that 
growth last month was 
slightly less robust than in 
April. 

Many Americans have 


been unwilling to splurge. 
Consumer spending was 
flat from April to March, the 
Commerce Department 
said Monday. Cheaper 
gasoline has yet to prompt 
more spending, as the per¬ 
sonal savings rate was 5.6 
percent last month, the 
second highest level since 
December, 2012. 

All but one of the 15 ser¬ 
vices industries tracked by 
ISM reported growth last 
month. The only sector that 
shrank was mining, a sector

Solar system’s weirdest dance scene: The moons around Pluto

WASHINGTON (AP) — 

There's a chaotic dance 
going on at the far end of 
the solar system, involving 
Pluto and five of its closest 
friends, a new study finds. 
Hubble Space Telescope 
images of Pluto, its larg¬ 
est moon Charon, and ti¬ 
nier moons Styx, Nix, Hydra 
and Kerberos show the 
odd rhythmic gyrations of 
the six distant objects in a 
dance unlike anything in 
the system. 

What makes it so odd is 
that there’s a double set of 
dances going on. First, Plu¬ 
to and Charon are locked 
together in their own waltz 
“as if they are a dumb¬ 
bell" with a rod connect¬ 
ing them, said study author 
Mark Showalter of the SETI 
Institute in California. It’s 
the solar system’s only bi¬ 
nary planet system, even 
though Charon isn’t tech¬ 
nically a planet, he said. 
Pluto, too, is no longer con¬ 
sidered a full planet. 

“It’s pretty darn weird,” 
Showalter said. 

But Pluto and Charon 
aren’t alone, and that’s 
where it gets more compli¬ 
cated. 

The four little moons circle 
the Pluto-Charon combo, 
wobbling a bit when they 
go closer to either Pluto or 
Charon, being pushed and 
pulled by the two bigger 
objects. 

Those four moons orbit 
Pluto-Charon in a precise 


rhythmic way, but with a 
twist: They also interact 
when they near each oth¬ 
er.

NEW YORK (AP) — When 
Larry David was showing 
his old “Seinfeld” pal Jason 
Alexander the quirks of his 
Broadway dressing room, 
the discussion naturally 
went to the toilet. 

“You know what he said? 
‘It's a two or three flusher,”’ 
said Alexander. “He said, 
‘Don’t assume.’ I said, ‘Re¬ 
ally? OK, I won’t assume.’” 
But Alexander, who is 
about to take over from 
David in his hit play “Fish in 
the Dark,” fooled with the 
handle and discovered 
that he could just hold it 
until the water cleared. 

“I went to him and I said, 
‘Listen, I don’t want to rock 
your world but it’s actu¬ 
ally less effort than you’ve 
been making it,'” Alexan¬ 
der said. “Like most things 
in life." 

Alexander is pretty much 
planning to do the same 
thing with David's play that 
he did with his toilet — mess 
around with the plumb¬ 
ing to find a more efficient 
way to tell the story. 

“It is possible that I will be 
better and he will be fun¬ 
nier,” said Alexander in 
David’s dressing room one 
recent morning. 

“If someone saw both of us 
do it, if they laughed 100 
times with Larry, they may 
only laugh 90 times with 


me but the takeaway from 
the show will be ‘Wow, I ac¬ 
tually went on that journey 
a little bit.’” 

If anyone can do it, it's Al¬ 
exander, who before “Sein¬ 
feld" was a Tony-winning 
stage performer who then 
played David’s alter-ego 
on the show’s nine-year 
run. 

“We are making the small 
adjustments that allow me 
to approach this as more 
of a trained actor than Lar¬ 
ry could,” he said. “I really 
understand Larry's turf, his 
rhythms, his melodies. I get 


the music of Larry David.” 
Director Anna D. Shapiro 
has helped Alexander and 
the cast manage the tran¬ 
sition and said Alexander 
knows instinctively how to 
spread the focus around 
the stage. 

“He likes to throw the ball 
as much as hold the ball,” 
she says. “With Larry, what 
he’s doing, he is the most 
expert at. What Jason’s do¬ 
ing is a shared mastery.” 
“Fish in the Dark,” David's 
first play, is about the rival¬ 
ries and still-simmering an¬ 
gers that explode when a 


family gathers to bid fare¬ 
well to their dying patri¬ 
arch. 

The show has been a huge 
draw because of David, 
who co-created “Seinfeld” 
and went on to star and 
write “Curb Your Enthusi¬ 
asm.” Theater-goers get 
to see him do a bit about 
whether or not to tip doc¬ 
tors and be typically petty, 
vindictive and clueless. 

The play co-stars Jayne 
Houdyshell and Rosie Per¬ 
ez, but David has dominat¬ 
ed the stage, with his usual 
exasperated, impolite rou¬ 


tine. 

“I think the show with me 
will feel more like an en¬ 
semble show than a star 
vehicle even though the 
character continues to 
drive the piece,” said Alex¬ 
ander. 

“The upside is it’s not a 
deeply complex play. It’s 
a light comedy. So the 
trick is finding how you get 
the laugh and finding the 
rhythms of the show with 
the cast.” 

Before David ever began 
the role, he asked Alexan¬ 
der what he might expect 
in his Broadway debut. For 
one, he had no idea how 
grueling the eight-a-week 
schedule becomes. 

“As most people do, he 
had some misconcep¬ 
tions,” Alexander said. “He 
said, ‘It won’t be so bad. I'll 
play golf during the day.' 

I said, ‘You're not playing 
golf.’ He said, ‘Well, I’ll go 
out for drinks after.’ I said, 
‘Not if you want to do a 
show the next day.’” 
Alexander knows that play¬ 
ing George Costanza has 
built him plenty of fondness 
in the crowd, but he isn't 
counting on that for long 
when he hits the stage. 
“That buys you 5-10 min¬ 
utes of extraordinary good 
will," he said. “And then 
after that, if you drop the 
ball, they’ll go, ‘You know, 
he’s not so good.’”Q

“Going over-the-top 

means Showtime will be 
much more accessible to 
tens of millions of potential 
new subscribers,” said CBS

Author Vendela Vida and 
the art of pretending

NEW YORK (AP) — 

Answering questions in a 
Casablanca police station, 
hoping to retrieve a missing 
backpack, author Vendela 
Vida was overcome by her 
feelings of good fortune. 
“Halfway through the 
interview it just occurred to 
me that this was the entree 
into the novel,” says Vida, 
whose new book, “The 
Diver's Clothes Lie Empty,” 
begins with a stolen 
backpack in Casablanca. 
“I was so excited I think 
the detectives were really 
confused. I was having 
such a great time. I was 
taking notes in my head of 
the environment, what the 
detectives looked like." 

Her book just published 
and papers otherwise in 
order, she is drinking iced 
tea at an outdoor cafe in 
Greenwich Village during a 
warm afternoon, a setting 
you are unlikely to find in 
a Vida novel. “The Diver’s 
Clothes Lie Empty," blurbed 
by Lena Dunham among 
others, is Vida’s fourth work 
of fiction and continues her 
exploration of American 
women in crisis in foreign 
countries, whether Turkey in 
“The Lovers” or the Finnish 
region Lapland in “Let the 
Northern Lights Erase Your 


Name.” 

The narrator is not named 
in “Diver’s Clothes,” but she 
does assume otheridentities 
as the disappearance 
of her belongings leads 
her to pretend that she's 
a New York Times writer, 
to falsely claim that a 
backpack belonging to 
another woman is hers and 
to take on work as a stand- 
in for a famous actress in a 
Hollywood production set 
in Morocco. 

Vida, 43, has been 
productively fibbing 

since writing down her 
tall tales as a child. In her 
first book, the nonfiction 
“Girls on the Verge,” she 
writes of taking on a new 
name (Kate Wintersen) 
and background as she 
participates in a sorority 
rush at UCLA. In “Let the 
Northern Lights Erase 
Your Name,” the narrator 
confesses, “Travel is made 
for liars. Or liars are made 
for travel.” 

“Everyone has that 
sensation when they get 
on a plane that you're 
going to arrive in another 
country and ... ‘What if you 
were someone different?'" 
Vida said. “There's always 
a part of transforming 
your identity when you're 
in a new place. So if you 
push that to the maximum

extreme, it's actually, 
what if you take on a new 
identity completely?” 
Writing itself is a kind of 
escape for Vida, whether 
the internal charade of 
imagining a life different 
from her own to the 
distance she sometimes 
travels to finish a book. 
Around a decade ago, 
after the birth of the first 
of her two children (her 
husband is fellow author 
Dave Eggers), she began 
writing in motels, fully 
separating “the fictional 
world" in her mind from the

MSNBC, E! ranked 
high in social 
network engagement 

NEW YORK (AP) — A company that measures the 
effectiveness of television networks on social media says 
MSNBC is top-ranked on Facebook and E! Entertainment 
is best on Twitter. 

The Toronto-based data firm Engagement Labs ranks 
networks with a score based on how much material they 
disseminate online, how engaged viewers are with the 
material and the frequency with which the networks 
interact with their viewers. 

The company hopes its “eValue Score” will become 
the industry benchmark on how networks' social media 
strategies are connecting, in the same way the Nielsen 
company measures how many people watch the 
programs, said Bryan Segal, the company’s CEO, on 
Wednesday. 

On Facebook, MSNBC outranked Fox News Channel, 
CNN, the Fox Business Network and HLN in that order. 
Engagement Labs said. The dominance of news networks 
reflects how Facebook has become a news source. The 
Engagement Labs' score measures in part how many 
people “like” or comment on items the network posts. 
Sports and entertainment networks are more active 
and popular on Twitter. Following El, the top networks 
on Twitter are NBC Sports, Oxygen, Logo and Fox Sports, 
Engagement Labs said. 

The rankings provide networks with an idea of whether 
money committed to a social media strategy is well 
spent, also giving advertisers a sense of how connected 
a network is to its audience. 

For networks lower on Engagement Labs' rankings, “it's 
obviously a call to action,” Segal said.Q

finally “living my true self." 
Twitter accounts, ranging 
from the one held by the 
White House to those of 
transgender advocates, 
sociologists and regular 


perfectly posed picture 
by celebrated photogra¬ 
pher Annie Leibovitz. 

“All the women I know 
would LOVE to have the 
chance to have photos 
of themselves as beautiful 
as that one taken by An¬ 
nie Leibovitz," said Eden 
Lane, an anchor and pro¬ 
ducer for Denver PBS tele¬ 
vision station KBDI and a 
transgender woman. 

But more important, Lane 
added, is the positive im¬ 
pact Jenner’s transition 
seems to have suddenly 
had on the transgender 
movement. 

“When you know some¬ 


who dominated one of 
the Olympics’ most gruel¬ 
ing competitions, the de¬ 
cathlon, in the 1976 sum¬ 
mer games in Montreal. 
More recently, younger 
people have come to 
embrace the good-na¬ 
tured foil they saw on the 
long-running TV reality se¬ 
ries “Keeping Up With the 
Kardashians."

way, said veteran Holly¬ 
wood publicist Howard 
Bragman, who represent¬ 
ed Chaz Bono when the 
daughter of entertainers 
Sonny Bono and Cher 
transitioned from female 
to male in 2009. 

“The thing you have 
to understand about 
people like Caitlyn and 
Chaz is most people do 
this privately," said Brag- 
man, founder and CEO 
of Fifteen Minutes Public 
Relations. "Public people 
don't get the luxury of do¬ 
ing that. It takes an extra 
amount of courage for 
them to do it, and to do 


it with class, and that's 
exactly what Caitlyn has 
done." 

Not that it's necessarily 
easy, any way it’s done. 
“Even with the position 
Caitlyn is in and the posi¬ 
tive reaction that seems 
to be surrounding her 
today, we can’t forget 
that there are so many 
transgender people who 
don't have this environ¬ 
ment, who are fearful just 
to step out of their homes 
or go to the grocery store 
or walk down the street 
every single day," Lane 
said. 

Aside from violence, 
there’s also the emotion¬ 
al toll. Jenner told Sawyer 
that she had contemplat¬ 
ed suicide during the de¬ 
cades she struggled with 
her sexual identity. 

"To think she waited 65 
years to come out, if you 
will, is a tragedy in itself,” 
University of Southern 
California sociologist Ju¬ 
lie Albright said. "Keep¬ 
ing a secret like that for 
so many years is bound 
to take a psychological 
and even a physical toll 
on you.” 

Renee Richards, the trans¬ 
gender pioneer who fa¬ 
mously transitioned from 
man to woman in 1975, 
said recently that Jenner 
should benefit from living 
in a more enlightened 
time. 

Richards was a successful 
doctor and, like Jenner, a 
father and star athlete. 
But she had to sue to be 
allowed to play tennis at 
the U.S. Open, where she 
made it to the women's 
doubles finals in 1977. And 
she said doctors initially 
refused to help her when 
she approached them as 
a 40-year-old man. 

“It was too scary for 
them,” Richards recently 
told GQ Magazine. “They 
couldn't fathom how 
someone who had been 
so supremely successful 
in everything — in medi¬ 
cine, in sports, in life — as 
a heterosexual man, as 
a husband, as a father, 
they couldn't understand 
that. 

"In this day and age,” 
she added, “they would 
understand. ”□
